Resolved,  That  the  documents  in  relation  to  the  formation  of  the 
Church  of  St.  John's  in  the  Wilderness,  Buncombe  County,  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Congregations. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Convention,  '^hich 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church: 

•Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Let  us  unite  in  thanksgiving  to  God,  that  we  are 
fillowed  to  assemble  once  more  in  the  peace  and  unity  of  the  Gospel. 
I^he  affairs,  both  of  our  Diocese  and  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
throughout  tlie  world,  have,  during  the  past  year,  assumed  a  more  en- 
couraging aspect.  In  our  own  Diocese,  God  seems  by  His  providence 
and  grace  to  have  appeared  in  our  behalf.  His  solemn  interposition  at 
our  last  Convention,  through  the  death  of  a  much-loved  brother,  as  con- 
nected with  the  peaceful  adjustment  of  our  trying  difficulties,  has  been 
followed  with  a  less  signal,  perhaps,  but  no  less  certain  manifestation  of 
ili.s  grace,  in  the  increasing  harmony  and  prosperity  of  our  Parishes 
during  the  whole  period  since  we  last  met.  Your  Bishop  desires  to  re- 
cord his  grateful  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  more  than  usual  tokens 
of  divine  blessing  npon  his  labors  during  his  late  visitation.  The 
thoughts  of  men,  which  for  a  time  seemed,  by  outward  commotion,  di- 
verted from  themselves,  have  manifestly,  as  seen  in  numerous  instances, 
toeen  called  back  by  the  more  urgent  claims  of  personal  religion;  so  that 
now  the  anxiety  seems  to  be  rapidly  gaining  ground,  "What  must  /do 
to  be  saved?  Lord,  what  wilt  thrm  have  ME  to  do?"  The  only  serious 
Tjrawback,  in  my  view,  to  this  encouraging  state  of  things,  is  the  dimin- 
ished number  of  ministers,  ordained  of  God,  to  answer  such  questions 
t'.nd  guide  inquiring  sinners  in  the  way  of  life. 

In  our  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  too,  there  are  pleasing  indica- 
tions of  increased  stability  in  the  faith,  and  increased  zeal  for  the  salva- 
tion of  men.  But  what,  in  the  view  of  your  Bishop,  is,  at  present,  de- 
manded to  give  depth  and  substantial  reality  to  this  advancement,  is  a 
thorough  knowledge  of,  and  simple  adherence  to,  the  tcackinr/  of  the 
I]ook  of  Common  Prayer.  It  hardly  need  be  observed,  that  this  to  us,  as 
christians,  as  well  as  churchmen,  is  the  teaching  of  Holy  Scripture;  and 
that  we  are  bound  as  honest  men  to  shape  our  faith  and  practice  to  its 
plain  and  natural  meaning; — to  allow  no  fancy  or  prejudice  of  our  own 
minds  either  to  warp  that  meaning,  or  be  the  ground  of  departure  from 
it.  Every  Priest,  it  is  true,  is  expected  to  form  his  judgment  of  the 
sense,  and  exercise  a  sound  discretion  in  the  use,  nndcr  certain  extraor- 
dinary circumstances,  of  the  Prayer  Book.  But  this  is  clearly  distinct 
from  the  idea  that  w'c  are  at  liberty  to  sacrifice  its  natural,  obvious 
meaning  to  our  prejudices,  or  to  force  from  it  a  meaning  to  suit  our  pri- 
vate. Theological  views!  The  fact  is,  the  system  of  the  Litunjij,  and 
not  of  our  own  minds,  is  to  be  our  guide.  Our  first  aim,  then,  should 
be  to  keep  our  minds  in  a  state  of  simple  submission  to  its  actual  teach- 
ing.    This  will  require,  in  the  first  place,  careful  and  diligent  study  on 
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tlie  part  of  tlic  Clovgj.  Such  study,  to  bo  careful  and  diligent,  how- 
over,  must  be  conducted  on  the  principle  that  the  language  is  to  be  ta- 
ken in  its  natural  sense,  or  the  meaning  of  it  sought  under  the  precise 
rules  which  govern  the  proper  investigation  of  other  writings.  By 
which  I  mean,  that  the  Liturgy  is  to  be  considered  by  itself,  taken  his- 
torically and  as  a  whole — and  not  made  to  depend  for  its  meaning  up- 
on our  notions  of  the  teaching  of  some  other  book  to  which  it  is  held 
subservient.  For  example,  we  are  not  allowed  in  examining  the  Prayer 
Book,  to  force  it  into  agreement  with  what  we,  in  our  private  judg- 
ment, think  to  be  the  meaning  of  the  Bible;  for  the  simple  reason  that 
we  have  already  received  and  pledged  our  submission  to  the  Prayer 
Book  as  the  Church's  interprefer  of  the  Bible — as  exhibiting  in  respect 
to  any  litigated  or  other  point,  what  we  have  bound  ourselves  to  accept 
as  the  true  sense  of  the  Bible.  So  that  we  are  not  to  go  to  the  Bible 
to  ascertain  the  meaning  of  the  Prayer  Book;  but  to  the  Prayer  Book 
to  ascertain  the  meaning  of  the  Bible.  That  being  the  fountain  of  all 
fundamental  Faith,  the  Church,  under  the  providence  and  spirit  of  God, 
hath  provided  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  to  enable  us  the  better  to 
understand  and  apply  it  to  our  salvation. 

But  do  not  misapprehend  me.  It  is  far  from  my  intention  to  teach 
that  the  Prayer  Book  has  any  truth  or  value  independent  of  God's  word. 
For  my  conviction  is,  that  its  truth  and  value  are  identical  with  that 
word,  and  come  solely  from  it,  as  the  source  of  all  that  is  necessary, 
either  to  be  believed  or  practiced,  for  the  salvation  of  men.  And  fur- 
ther, when  the  Prayer  Book  is  assailed  by  its  enemies  as  unscripfuraly 
I  maintain  that  we  are  to  go  to  the  Scriptures  for  its  defence.  But  I 
maintain,  also,  that  we,  as  Christians,  have  accepted  this  Book  as 
Scriptural;  and  furthermore,  as  exhibiting,  p/am/y,  distinctli/,  and  em- 
phatically/, what  the  Scriptures  teach  in  respect  to  all  necessary  Faith 
and  obedience.  And  hence  we  have  no  right,  as  honest  men,  to  hold 
that  the  Scriptures  differ,  in  any  essential  matter,  from  the  plain,  dis- 
tinct,  and  emphatic  teaching  of  the  Prayer  Book;  or  that  we  may  em- 
ploy our  private  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures  to  give  an  unnatural 
sense  to  this  Book. 

In  our  study  of  it,  then,  we  are  to  look  to  tlie  Prayer  Book  itself — 
are  to  ascertain  its  meaning  by  a  careful  collation  and  comparison  of  its 
different  parts,  and  by  a  diligent  and  cautious  examination  into  the  dis- 
tinct history  of  these  parts.  In  comparing  the  different  parts  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  we  must  keep  in  mind  two  important  ideas.  The  first  is, 
that  we  are  not  to  admit  the  possibility  of  any  actual  disagreement  in 
these  different  parts.  The  other  is,  that  the  parts  which  are  designed 
for  the  use  of  every  christian  man,  which  enter  into  the  foundations  of 
his  Faith  and  practice,  must  be  considered  as  taking  the  lead  in  the  of- 
fice of  interpretation.  I  have  reference  here  to  such  parts  as  the  Creeds, 
the  Catechism,  and  the  Offices  for  the  administration  of  Baptism,  Con- 
firmalion,  and  the  Lord's  Supper; — not  meaning,  however,  to  imply 
that  the  other  parts,  rightly  understood,  are  to  be  considered  as  of  less 
authority;  but  only  that  what  each  christian  is  called  upon  to  regard  as 
defining  his  real  relation  to  God,  and  to  learn  as  his  guide  in  Faith  and 
obedience,  is  likely,  under  the  wisdom  of  God's  Church,  to  be  eminent- 
ly explicit  and  intelligible. 
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In  examining  the  history  of  the  several  parts  of  the  Prayer  Book,  we 
shall  be  under  the  necessity,  especially  in  regard  to  the  use  of  terms,  of 
keeping  strictly  to  the  Church  sitjnijiration.  Take  the  terras  Election, 
Re(jr.ncrat{on,  Faith,  Jusfijicatio?},  and  the  like: — they  have  all  attached 
to  them  a  popular,  moclcni  idea,  essentially  repugnant  to  their  true 
church-meaning.  Instead  of  rejecting  such  idea,  and  searching  for  the 
church-meaning,  we  are  prone  to  attempt  a  reconciliation  between  the 
two,  and  hence  to  produce  confusion  in  our  own  minds  and  those  of  our 
people. 

In  seeking  historically  the  sense  of  the  Prayer  Book,  we  have  a  ri(/htf 
to  say  the  least,  to  go  back  to  those  primitive  sources  which  were  avow- 
edly made  the  guides  in  its  revision  by  the  Framers  themselves.  In- 
deed, I  cannot  see  why  we  are  not  bound  as  honest  and  faithful  teach- 
ers, to  do  this.  Besides,  we  are  bound  to  ascertain  the  mind  or  judg- 
ment of  these  Framers,  and  of  the  Church  which,  at  the  time,  received 
their  work — together  with  the  motive  which  led  to  any  particular 
change,  abridgement  or  enlargement.  In  this  way  we  may  hope  to 
come  at  length  to  something  like  harmony  in  our  views  and  teaching  on 
the  Prayer  Book. 

For  in  the  next  place,  to  promote  a  proper  adherence  to  the  Prayer 
Book,  such  teach inr/  is  necessary.  So  our  Church  has  judged,  and 
hence  has  made  provision  to  ensure  it  by  canon — requiring  that  each 
Parochial  minister  ''shall  not  only  be  diligent  in  instructing  the  chil- 
dren in  the  Catechism,  but  also,  by  stated  Catechetical  Lectures  and  in- 
struction, be  diligent  in  informing  the  youth  and  others  in  the  Liturgy 
of  the  Church."  In  doing  your  duty  here,  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  let 
me  urge  upon  you  the  importance  both  of  confining  yourselves,  in  your 
explanations,  strictly  to  the  language  of  the  Church,  and  of  inculcating 
the  uniform  use  of  such  language  upon  your  people.  Minds,  that  from 
any  cause,  have  a  sympathy  with  any  thing  peculiar  to  other  commu- 
nions, incur  no  little  risk  to  themselves  by  adopting  the  characteristic 
phraseology  of  these  communions.  For  phraseology  constitutes  the  tie 
which  binds  us  to  ideas;  and  when  it  belongs,  as  a  character iMic,  to  a 
communion  adverse  to  our  own,  and  is  thoughtlessly  or  through  affec- 
tion adopted  by  ourselves,  we  are  certain  to  adopt  with  it  an  idea  which 
cannot  fail  either  to  weaken  or  neutralize,  in  our  minds,  the  true  influ- 
ence of  our  own  professed  Faith.  This,  however,  will  be  found  true 
only  in  the  cases  where  the  phraseology  adopted  characterizes  the  er- 
roneous part  of  the  system  to  which  it  belongs.  Hence  we  are  not  call- 
ed upon  to  reject  terms  and  phrases  merely  because  persons  in  error 
employ  them,  but  because  they  employ  them  to  wsymbolize  error.  For 
many  terms  and  phrases  employed  by  such  persons  have  always  been 
found  in  the  Holy  Catholic  Church.  These  we  are  certainly  allowed  to 
usej  while  we  are  required  to  avoid  only  those  which  mark  a  departure 
from  Catholic  Faith  and  usage.  In  our  parochial  instructions,  the  sim- 
plest and  least  technical  language  is  the  best.  Our  object  is  to  teach 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  This  truth  is  One,  and  alwai/s  the  same. 
It  is  necessary,  then,  in  the  first  place,  that  our  words  convey  clear  and 
definite  ideas — clear  and  definite  not  only  to  ourselves,  but  also  to  our 
hearers.     In  the  next  place,   they  must  convey  such  ideas  as  give  dis- 
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tinct  impressions  of  the  '^one  Faith"  ^'once  for  all  delivered  to  the 
saints."  Hence,  these  words  should  be  always  plain  and  familiar. — 
Strange  terms  are  likely  to  beget  strange  ideas!  They  may  startle  and 
confound,  but  will  not  instruct  and  confirm  in  the  truth.  Brethren,  I 
have  been  led  to  these  cautions  by  a  conviction  forced  upon  me  by  the 
events  of  the  last  few  trying  years.  I  could  say  much  more — but  this 
is  not  the  place.  Besides,  I  have  said  enough  to  indicate  the  necessity 
of  greater  attention  to  the  teaching  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  of  greater 
caution  in  the  discharge  of  that  duty.  It  only  remains  that  I  exhort 
you  to  increased  earnestness  and  fidelity  on  this  behalf;  and  to  entreat 
Almighty  God  to  "give  you  understanding  in  all  things." 

I  now  pass  to  the  record  of  my  official  acts  for  the  last  conventional 
year. 

^  The  first  was  in  St.  John's,  Fayetteville,  on  the  Sunday  after  Ascen- 
sion.^  In  the  morning  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  in  the 
evening  confirmed  twelve  persons.  On  the  evening  of  the  next  day, 
preached  in  the  same  Church.  These  were  seasons  of  great  solemnity, 
as  enforcing  truth  through  the  sudden  death  of  a  beloved  and  revered 
Pastor. 

Whit  Sunday,  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  I  celebrated  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

_  Trinity  Sunday,  officiated  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury,  three 
times,  preaching  each  time,  and  celebrating  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the 
morning. 

17th  June,  Christ  Church,  Ptowan,  preached,  confirmed  five  persons, 
and  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper. 

1st  Sunday  after  Trinity,  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  said  morning 
prayer  and  evening  prayer,  preached  twice,  confirmed  two  persons,  and 
celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  wants  and  interests  of  the  Church 
here  I  found  to  demand  greatly  the  services  of  a  Missionary. 
^  25th  and  26th,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lincolnton,  j^reached  three 
times,  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper. 

2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  St.  John's  Church,  Rutherfordton,  conse- 
crated the  Church,  preached  twice,  and  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper. 

July  2d,  St.  John's  Church  in  the  Wilderness,  preached  and  confirm- 
ed one  person. 

3d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Trinity  Church,  Asheville,  consecrated  the 
Church,  a  neat  Gothic  edifice,  highly  creditable  to  the  zeal  and  taste  of 
the  few  churchmen  there,  preached  twice,  confirmed  one  person,  and 
celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper. 

9th  and  10th,  Grace  Church,  Morganton,  preached  three  times,  con- 
firmed one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper.

8th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson, 
preached,  and  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper,  This  Parish  having  at 
the  time  only  the  services  of  a  Deacon.

Thursday,  29th,  Waynesborough,  preached,  confirmed  one  person, 
and  celebrated  Lord's  Supper.  , 

Next  two  days  and  3d  Sunday  after  Easter,  St.  James  s,  VVilmmg- 
ton,  preached  five  times,  examined  children,  confirmed  nineteen  persons, 
and  celebrated  Lord's  Supper.  .,  ,r 

4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  Calvary  Church,  Wadesborough,  said  Morn- 
ing and  Evening  Prayer,  baptised  eleven  infants,  confirmed  two  per- 
sons, and  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper. 

5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  morning,  preached,  St.  John's  Church,  i^ciy- 
etteville;  evening,  Christ  Church,  Rockfish,  and  confirmed  thirteen  per- 
sons. 1-1 
From  all  which  it  appears,  that  during  the  past  year  1  have  baptised 
4  Adults  and  15  Infants;  confirmed  210  persons;  preached  130  time^; 
celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper  on  52  occasions;  consecrated  2  Churche?, 
and  ordained  one  Deacon  and  three  Priests.  In  addition,  St.  Mary's 
School  is  to  be  visited  soon  after  the  Convention,  where  the  number  of 
confirmations  will  be  considerably  increased;  and  three  Churches  are 
now  ready  for  consecration. 

The  present  number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  is  eight,  as  fol- 
lows: Richard  H.  Mason,  Horatio  Hewett,  Arthur  F.  N.  Rolf,  Richard 
Hines,  James  T.  Pickett,  James  Norwood,  James  A.  Harrell,  and  Ben- 
jamin Swan  Bronson. 

In  regard  to  the  changes  among  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  we  are 
first  met  by  that  solemn  providence  which,  during  the  sittings  of  our 
last  Convention,  deprived  this  Parish  of  a  most  able,  efficient,  and  faith- 
ful Rector;  this  Diocese  of  the  example  and  counsel  of  one  of  its  most 
venerated  Presbyters;  and  your  Bishop  of  an  ever  dear  and  valued 
friend.  May  this  providence  keep  us  alive  to  that  last  great  change 
which  must  so  soon  come  upon  us  all ! 

The  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Huske  has  been  called  from  Burke  county  to 
supply  this  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's,  Fayetteville.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Mott  has  removed  from  Caldwell  county  and  taken  charge  ot 
the  Churches  at  Lincolnton  and  Charlotte.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Passmore 
has  removed  by  letter  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas.  The  Rev.  Mr.  GneHj 
by  letter  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Babbitt,  by 
letter  to  the  Diocese  of  Florida.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McRae,  by  letter  to 
the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts.  The  Rev.  C.  A.  Maison  has  taken  up 
his  residence  temporarily  in  New  York.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Barber,  Dea- 
con, has,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  been  officiating  during  the 
past  year  in  ^Yilkes  and  Yadkin  counties.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Parkman, 
since  his  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  has  accepted  a  call  as  Assistant 
Minister  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston,  of  St.  Paul's,  Edenton.     The  Rev. 
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Mr.  Patterson,  Deacon,  is  p]r.ccd  under  the  direction  of  the  Rot,  'Mr. 
Watsou,  of  Grace  Church,  Plymouth,  and  St.  Luke's  Church,  Locust 
Grove. 

The  interest  in  Parochial  Schools,  I  am  glad  to  remark,  is  gradually 
increasing,  while  those  noticed  in  my  last  journal  have  continued  to  pros- 
per, and  to  give  evidence  of  their  importance  as  nurseries  of  truth  and 
godliness. 

In  our  present  suffering  from  want  of  Clergy,  a  question  arises,  which 
our  Parishes  individually  would  do  well  to  consider,  whether  it  may  not 
be  the  duty  of  each  of  them  to  make  a  special  effort  to  increase  our 
means  for  the  proper  education  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  Many 
more,  I  doubt  not,  might  be  brought  to  the  sacred  work,  could  your 
Bishop  feel  warranted  in  promising  them  an  adequate  support  while 
pursuing  their  studies. 

While,  in  conclusion,  it  is  my  duty  to  exhort  you  to  go  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Convention  under  a  controlling  sense  of  dependence  upon 
Him  "from  whom  all  holy  desires,  ail  good  counsels,  and  all  just  works 
do  proceed,'''  I  would  not  forget  that  it  is  our  duty  likewise  to  suppli- 
cate for  the  universal  Church  a  special  portion  of  that  wisdom,  and 
meekness,  and  holy  love,  with  which  the  presence  of  her  Divine  Head 
blest  her  on  earth;  that  she  may  so  follow  His  blessed  steps,  as  to  en- 
sure His  guidance  through  all  her  toilsome  way  to  His  everlasting  pre- 
sence in  Heaven!

REPORT  of  Rev.  II.  IT.  Prout,  Missioiiarij  at  John's  River  Chapel, 
Burke  County,  and  parts  adjacent. 

In  furnishing  my  yearly  Report  of  duties  performed  at  this  place,  I 
can  do  little  more  than  repeat  what  has  been  recorded  annually  before. 
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i  have  held  divine  service  and  preached  once  a  month  at  Linnville  vSet- 
tlement,  about  twelve  miles  from  my  residence,  during  half  the  year.

On  motion,  the  Convention  proc^^eded  to  elect  a  President,  and  the 
Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  was  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  before  the  Convention  proceed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  the  list  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  it 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  to  ascertain 
the  number  to  which  this  Diocese  is  entitled. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Shepherd, 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Convention,  fixing  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  be  rescinded. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  this  resolution,  a  motion  was  made  to  ad- 
journ, and  the  Convention  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  Saturday  morning. 

At  Night,  Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Watson;  Les- 
sons ;-ead  by  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Barber;  Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Jos. 
Blount  Cheshiie,  from  the  8th  chapter  of  St.  Luke's  Gospel,  1st  clause 
of  the  Ibth  verse. 


Saturday,  May  22. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  were  said  by  the  j^ishop. 

IMinutes  of  the  last  meeting  read  and  approved. 

S.  Ashe,  a  Delegate  from  Calvary  Church,  Wadesborough,  ap- 
peared and  took  his  seat.

The  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund  made  the  following  Report,  which 
was  read,  and,  on  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Scale  of  Assessment  be 
the  same  as  the  last  year. 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  tne  Relief  Fund. 

The  Relief  Committee  respectfully  report,  T>'itli  devout  thanksgiving 
to  Almighty  God:  That  there  has  been  no  addition  to  the  number  of 
objects  of  this  charity  since  the  last  Convention.  There  are  now,  as 
then,  two  widows  of  deceased  clergymen  (one  having  three  children,) 
who  receive  aid  from  the  Relief  Fund. 

There  has  been  paid  into  the  Treasury,  during  the  past  Conventional 
year,  iu  this  behalf,  the  sum  of  §oliO  &d;  which,  added  to  a  balance  ou 
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hand  at  the  last  report  of  840  00,  makes  S436  69.  Out  of  this  Fund, 
Mrs.  Thurston  has  received  $138  08,  and  iMrs.  Wiley  $256  43;  leaving 
a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  S42  18.  Had  death  removed  from  his 
earthly  ministry  one  of  the  clergy  during  the  past  year,  and  thrown  his 
wife  and  children  upon  the  charity  of  the  Church,  the  Relief  Treasury 
would  have  been  reudered  bankrupt — little  or  no  assistance  could  have 
been  rendered. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  urge'  upon  the  Church  the  duty  of  mak- 
ing ample  provision  for  the  objects  contemplated  by  this  charity.  The 
ministerial  calling  forbids  such  attention  to  worldly  interests  as  is  de- 
manded to  secure  competency.  The  life  of  the  ministry  is  a  probation 
of  faith — faith  in  God,  faith  in  His  Church.  If,  for  the  edification  and 
comfort  of  their  brethren  in  Christ,  they  be  willing  to  endure  the  loss 
of  all  things;  to  labor,  watch  and  pray,  surely  they  have  the  right  to  ask 
the  Church  to  throw  the  mantle  of  her  charity  over  those  whom  God 
gave  them  for  nurture  and  protection.  There  is  surely  an  amount  of 
divine  charity  among  churchmen  in  North  Carolina  sufficient  to  provide 
amply  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  those  who,  for  Christ  and  the 
Church,  abandoned  all  considerations  of  worldly  emolument.  How 
cheerfully  do  your  ministers  give  themselves  wholly  to  their  work,  la- 
boring up(ni  the  poorest  pittance.  But  when  called  to  "pass  through 
the  dark  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,"  thev  ask,  (they  have  a  right 
to  ask,)  for  some  assurance  that  the  Church  will  take  care  of  those  who 
are  thus  bereaved  of  a  husband,  a  father.  What  heart,  endowed  with, 
human  feelings,  but  must  feel,  at  this  trying  hour,  peculiar  solicitude 
about  those  whom  we  love  and  cherish!  The  ministers  of  Christ  feel, 
deeply  feel  this;  and  we  ask  the  Church  to  give  them  assurance  that 
their  widows  and  orphans  shall  now  be  remembered  and  cared  for. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  commend  this  charity  to  the  care  of 
those  whom  God  hath  blessed  with  this  world's  goods.  Could  there  be 
raised  a  permanent  fund  for  this  purpose,  so  that  the  helpless  need  not 
depend  upon  the  precariousuess  of  the  annual  collection,  an  incalculable' 
benefit  would  be  done  the  Church  in  North  Carolina.  Should  not 
churchmen  in  North  Carolina  make  provision  for  the  widows  and  or- 
phans of  deceased  clergymen,  who  have  broken  to  them  the  bread  of 
life,  while  they  are  making  testamentary  disposition  of  the  good  things 
with  which  God  hath  blessed  them?  Would  to  God  that  christians 
could,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  bear  ever  in  mind  that  the  silver  and 
the  gold  are  the  Lord's,  and  out  of  it  make  provision  for  the  poor  of 
God's  heritage. 

Y^'our  Committee  ask  that  this  suofo-estiou  be  taken  with  serious  and 
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prayerful  consideration;  and  that  while  churchmen,  in  their  last  testa- 
ment, are  making  provision  for  those  whom  they  are  about  to  leave  be- 
hind them,  they  forget  not  the  "widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clerg}-- 
men."  We  are  much  pained  to  perceive  that  of  52  Piirishes  assessed, 
•J3  paid  nothing  towards  this  object.  Can  it  be,  that  the  clergy  find  an 
unwillingness  among  their  people  to  contribute  to  this  fund?  We  beg 
leave  to  suggest  that  the  clergy  bring  this  matter  to  the  consideration 
•.)f  their  Parishes  on  Easter  Sunday  of  each  vear,  or  such  other  time  as 
6 
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jn^y  to  them  seem  fit;  and  tliat  a  collection  be  then  taken  up  for  ihia 
object. 

We  recommend  tliat  the  scale  of  asses-mient  for  last  year  be  adopted 
as  the  scale  of  a.sseseuient  for  this.

REPORT  of  the  Executive  Missionary/  Committee. 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  res])ectfully  report:  That  the  funds  placed  within  the  con- 
trol of  the  Connnittee  during  the  past  year,  including  balance  on  hand 
at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  amount  to  §3,383  42.  Of  this  sum, 
§350  have  been  appropriated  to  Missionaries  for  services  rendered  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  with  the  Convention  of  1851,  and  S1,81G  in  remu- 
neration of  services  ending  with  this  Convention;  leaving  a  balance  of 
fl,217  42  applicable  to  further  Missionary  purposes. 

For  information  respecting  the  sources  from  which  these  funds  are 
derived,  the  Convention  is  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.

The  Committee  earnestly  recommend  to  the  incumbents  of  the  various 
Missionary  Stations,  to  transmit  to  them  within  the  first  quarter  of  each 
Conventional  year,  a  statement  of  the  ability  of  their  several  Parishes 
to  support  the  services  of  the  Church.  During  the  past  year,  the  Com- 
mittee have  felt  the  need  of  such  information.  Statistics  of  this  nature 
would  serve  as  a  guide  in  their  appropriations,  and  would  relieve  them, 
in  many  instances,  from  perplexity  and  embarrassment. 

The  Committee  would  also  remark,  that  the  object  of  contributions 
to  Missionaay  purposes  is  to  aid  such  Parishes  as  are  really  needy  and 
uji:^.ble  to  Whiiitaiu  the  services  of  the  Church — not  to  free  those  who 
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poss:^ss  the  ability  from  the  privilege  and  duty  of  devoting  of  their  sul> 
stance  unto  God.'  And  it  is  with  regret  that  they  have  found  it  ncce^ 
Fary  to  appropriate  of  the  bounty  of  the  Churcdi  where  they  have  had 
reason  to"  think  that  there  existed  sufficient  means  within  the  Parishes 
to  support  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel,  if  those  means  were  only  ao- 
companied  with  a  willing  mind  an<l  liberal  heart.  This  is  depriving 
the  more  needy  Stations  of  the  aid  wiiich  they  might  reasonably  expect, 
and  taking  (mt  of  the  Committee's  hands  the  power  to  establish  new 
iields  of  labor. 

All  ^Yhieh  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  Committee  of  Finance  made  the  following  Rep..rt,  and,  on  mo- 
tion, R<}solved,  Tiiat  the  Assessments  on  the  Congregations  be  the  same 
as  they  were  the  last  year. 

REPORT  of  the  Commitfee  of  Finance. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report,  that  the  funds  of  the 
Convention  in  charge  of  the  Treasurer  are  the  permanent  fund  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  Mis- 
sions, the  fund  for  the  Bishop's  Salary  and  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Convention,  the  Missionary  fund  for  current  expen.ses,  :'.nd  the  fund  for 
the  relief  of  widows  and  'children  of  deceased  clergymen.  Assuming 
that  the  Treasurer  has  charged  himself  with  the  sums  received  by  hira 
— of  which  the  Committee  have  no  doubt— they  find  his  several  ac- 
counts fully  and  accurately  stated,  and  the  diifbursements  of  the  several 
funds  sustained  by  accurate  vouchers.  As  these  accounts  will  be  pub- 
lished with  the  Journal,  a  particular  detail  in  this  report  is  deemed  un- 
necessary, and  is  therefore  omitted. 

The  Committee  see  no  reason  to  uiake  any  alteration  in  the  Scale  of 
Assessments  adopted  at  the  last  Conventiim,  and  therefore  recommend 
that  the  same  Scale  be  continued  for  the  ensuing  year.  They  are  sorry 
to  observe  a  deticiency  of  payments  in  a  nuuiber  of  Parishes  under  near- 
ly all  the  items  of  assessment — amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  a  con- 
siderable sum.  As  these  assessments  have  been  graduated  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Diocese  on  the  most  moderate  scale  of  expenditures, 
and  as  a  failure  in  their  payment  must  lead  to  embarrassment  and  dia- 
honor  to  the  Church,  your  Committee  would  urge  upon  the  Rectors  and 
Vestries  of  the  several  congregations  the  necessity  of  greater  punctuali- 
ty in  the  collection  and  transmission  of  their  dues.

The  Committee  cannot  forbear  to  press  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  the  fact  alluded  to  in  the  Address  of  the  l^ishop,  of  a 
diminished  number  of  xMinisters,  ordained  of  God,  to  guide  inquiring 
sinners  in  the  way  of  life;  and  to  urge  the  question  whether  some  mea- 
sures may  not  be  adopted  to  supply  the  deficiency.  Perhaps  one  very 
effectual  way  would  be  to  provide  in  part  at  least  the  means  of  support- 
ing young  men  who  have  no  sufficient  means  of  their  own,  while  they 
are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Though  our  number  of  Clergy  is  yet  smaller  than  the  needs  of  the 
Parishes  already  organised  require,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that 
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the  services  of  two  or  more  cler^rynien  cannot  be  better  bestowed  than 
in  the  work  of  Jlis^ionaries  at  (anje.  It  will  cost  hardly  more  to  sus- 
tain such  an  one,  than  one  of  our  stationed  Missionaries;  while  they  can 
do  a  work  not  less  valuable  than  that  of  any  of  the  settled  Clergy,  and 
which  is  utterly  beyond  their  reach.  Let  a  large  tract  of  one  of  our 
most  destitute  regions  be  committed  to  one  of  them;  let  him  traverse 
the  length  and  breadth  of  it  once  or  twice  or  more  times  in  a  year;  let 
him  visit  lonely  families  at  whose  doors  no  ministrations  of  religion  are 
now  offered;  let  him  go  to  the  many  villages  and  settlements  where  the 
voice  of  our  Church  has  never  yet  been  beard;  let  him  seek  out  and  re- 
claim the  baptised  ones  who  have  wandered  from  our  fold,  or  have  been 
lost  in  the  wilderness  of  the  world,  because  no  shepherd  was  near  to 
guide  them;  let  him  baptise  the  multitudes  who  are  longing  for  that  sa- 
crament, and  will  seek  what  others  can  give,  if  no  authorised  minister 
of  Christ  brings  its  blessing  to  them;  let  him  convey  the  hopes  of  re- 
ligion and  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  to  the  scattered  thousands  who 
have  no  knowledge  of  the  one  and  no  faith  in  the  other;  and  this,  b}' 
public  preaching,  by  private  conversation,  by  the  silent  yet  perpetual 
witness  of  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts; — and  it  would  be  no 
easy  task  to  estimate  in  how  many  hearts  such  an  Evangelist  may 
awaken  the  hope  of  everlasting  life,  and  in  how  many  places  now  desti- 
tute of  the  Gospel,  he  may  plant  the  seed  which  shall  grow  up  some 
day  into  fair  and  prosperous  Churches  of  our  blessed  Saviour.  It  may 
be  well  for  us  to  consider  some  such  method  of  extending  the  borders  of 
His  Church. 

Another  subject,  very  important  to  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the 
Church,  and  in  respect  to  which  a  growing  interest  is  felt,  is  the  estab- 
lishment of  Parochial  Schools.  There  are  only  a  few  now  in  operation 
among  us.  Several  more  are  projected,  and  will  probably  soon  be  be- 
gun. The  experience  of  those  who  have  made  the  trial  of  such  Schools 
leads  us  to  hope  that  the  number  of  them  may  rapidly  increase,  and  to 
believe  that  every  one  added  will  contribute  much  to  the  strength  and 
stability  of  all  the  institutions  of  the  Church.

llesolved,  That  no  individual  shall  be  hereafter  elected  as  a  Deh^gate 
to  the  Diocesan  or  the  General  Convention  unless  he  be  a  Communi- 
cant of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  in  future  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  be  held  al- 
ternately at  Fayctteville,  llaleiuh,  and  Wilmington.

On  the  first  of  these  resolutions,  after  considerable  debate,  a  vote  by 
Orders  was  called  for,  and  the  resolution  did  not  prevail.

Resolved,  That  a  Standing  Committee  of  one  Clergyman  and  two 
Laymen,  to  be  called  the  Education  Committee,  be  appointed,  of  which 
the  Bishop  shall  be  the  Chairman  ex  officio,  who  shall  receive,  take 
charge  of  and  invest  any  fund  or  funds  that  may  be  contributed,  and 
take  such  steps  as  they  may  deem  best  to  raise  funds  for  the  ])urpose  of 
aiding  young  men  who  may  be  determined  to  enter  the  Ministry  of  this 
Church,  and  report  their  proceedings  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  f  .llowing  were  appointed  the  Committee:  Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Mason, 
Hon.  John  H    Brvan,  G.  W.  Mordecai. 

The  Missionary  Committee  reported  as  follows: 

RE  PORT  of  (lie  MUnwnartj  Committoe. 

The  Missionary  Committee  raised  by  this  Convention  respectfully  re- 
port: That  while  hailing  with  gratitude  the  openings  which  the  Provi- 
dence of  God  is  daily  making  for  the  extension  of  the  Church,  they 
view  with  regret  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  entering  them  as  fully  as 
would  be  desirable.  Both  men  and  means  are  sadly  wanting.  With 
respect  to  the  former,  they  wcmld  urge  upon  their  fellow  churchmen, 
and  especially  the  yourig  men  of  the  Diocese,  the  duty  of  devoting 
themselves  more  numei'ously  to  the  service  of  God  in  the  ministry,  and 
upon  parents  and  others  having  the  caic  of  the  young,  the  duty  of  moro 
frequently  encoui aging  those  in  their  charge  to  undertake  its  sacred  la- 
bors. With  respect  to  the  pecuniary  wants  of  the  Diocese,  wdiile  your 
Comn)ittee  would  rejoice  in  the  extent  of  what  is  already  accomplished, 
they    would  express  the    hope  that  the   Church's  uflerings  may  abound 
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more  and  more,  mid  that  before  long  the  whole  amount  assessed,  and 
not  only  two-thirds  of  it,  as  now,  may  be^brought  up  for  the  work  of 
the  Loi'd.  Many  new  points  suitable  for  Missionary  labor  are  constant- 
ly opening;  wliile  the  de2)arture  of  so  many  of  our  Clergy  within  the 
past  year  only  makes  the  call  upon  us  more  imperative, 

God's  mercy  in  overruling  the  difficulties  which  have  for  several 
years  embarrassed  us,  should  be  acknowledged  not  only  with  grateful 
hearts  and  emotions,  but  also  with  increased  exertions  for  his  glory  and 
the  spread  of  his  earthly  Kingdom. 

Your  Committee  would  conclude  by  offering  the  following  resolution: 
Kesolved,  That  in  view  of  the  past  and   present  goodness  of  God  to 
us,  as  well  as  of  the  increasing  wants  of  the  Diocese,  an  increasing  lib- 
erality be  affectionately  urujed  upon  our  fellow  churchmen  of  N.  C.

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CONSTITUTION  OP  THE  PROTESTANT  EPIS- 
COPAL  CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Article  1.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes 
to,  recognises  and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  (Jhurch  of  the  United  States,  and  acknowledges  its  authority 
accordingly. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding 
Convention. 

Art.  3.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. Each  regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled 
with  a  parochial  charge  In  this  State;  or  being  a  President,  Professor, 
4>r  Instructer  of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  State;  or 
being  a  Missionary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention;  provided  he  shall  have 
been  actually  and  canonically  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  shall  have  beeu 
a  candidate  for  orders  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve 
calendar  months  next  before  the  Convention.  Each  Church  or  Congre- 
gation in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member,  or  shall  hereafter  be 
admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the 
Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  four,  to  be  chosen 
tiy  the  Vestry  or  by  the  Congregation,  from  among  the  members  of  such 
Congregation.  Provided,  however,  that  no  one  person  shall  be  the 
Delegate  of  more  than  one  Church  or  Congregation  at  the  same  Conven- 
tion. Provided,  also,  that  this  Article  shall  not  exclude  from  the  Con- 
Tention  any  Clergyman  who  is  now  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  resident 
in  this  State,  and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this  Convention. 

Art.  4.  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  and  a  Sermon, 
which  shall  be  delivered  by  some  Clergyman  wbo  has  been  nominated 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church. 

Art.  5.  A  President  shall  be  annually  appointed,  who  shall  preside 
in  all  meetings  of  the  Convention,  except  when  a  Bishop  shall  be  present, 
when  he  shall,  ex-ojicio,  be  President. 

Art.  6.  A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  dut}^  it  shall 
be  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each 
Minister  and  Vestry,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the  Con- 
Tention  in  this  Diocese. 

Art.  7.  A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  tUree  nor  more  than 
seven  persons,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have 
power  to  admit  Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a 
IJishop,  they  shall  examine  and  pass  ou  the  testimonials  of  foreign 
Clergymen.  They  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  (youventiou;  and 
shall  transact  all  other  business  as  they  arc  empowered  to  do  by  the 
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Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  They  shall  also 
have  power  to  £11  any  vacancies  that  mny  occur  in  their  own  body  by 
death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention, 

Art.  8.  A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall 
at  all  times  be  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese;  and  no  La^'nian  shall  be  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a  Communicant  of 
the  Episcopal  Church, 

Art.  9.  In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention, 
when  it  shall  be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congre- 
gation, or  by  any  one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congre- 
gations. And  when  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders  shall  vote 
separatel}^  and  in  the  latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall 
be  necessary  to  make  a  decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  di- 
vision of  the  Convention  shall  be  required,  each  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion, both  Clerical  and  Lsi}^,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Art.  10.  The  election  of  a  Bivshop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in 
the  following  manner:  The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  ap- 
point by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if 
this  appointment  be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected.  In  the  above-mentioned  nomination  and  appointment,  a 
majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  votes  be  present;  and  two-thirds  of  all 
the  Congregations  entitled  to  votes  be  represented;  otherwise  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  choice. 

Art.  11.  This  Constitution  shall  not  bs  altered  or  amended,  except 
by  the  concurrent  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention — such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance 
with  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Art.  12.  Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now 
a  member,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention, 
shall  be  entitled  to  elect  by  its  Vestry,  in  addition  to  those  authorised 
by  the  third  Article,  four  Alternate  Delegates,  to  fill  any  vacancy  in 
the  delegation  elect  in  the  order  of  their  election. 


CANONS  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

CANON  I— Passed  April  1S17.— Of  Presentments. 

Every  tiial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Chnrch,  for  misbehaviour,  shall  be  on  pre- 
Bentment,  made  to  the  liishop  by  the  Convention,  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  to 
which   the  Clergyman  belongs,   or  by  three  or  more  Presbyters  of  the  Church. 
In  every  presentment  the  charge  or  charges  shall  be  distinctly  specified. 
CANON  II— Passed  April  ISll.—Ofthe  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  sliall  appoint  three  Presbyters,  who 
shall  be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  accused  person.  The  Bishop  shall  fix 
the  time  and  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least  a  month's  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  party  accused;   and  should  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall 
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proceed.  The  Board  thus  constituted  shall  examine  fully  the  charges  alle^red, 
and  keep  a  minute  and  accurate  record  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of 
every  question  and  proceeding  that  comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  be  sub- 
stantiated on  the  testimony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  examination  of 
any  witness,  should  the  accused  party  require  it,  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  bo 
administered  by  a  magistrate.  In  all  questions,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  decision.  Having  come  to  a  decision  on  the  charge  or  charges 
respectively,  the  Board  shall  communicate  their  decision  to  the  Bishop — and 
also,  in  case  they  have  found  the  accused  guilty,  the  sentence  which,  in  their 
opinion,  should  be  pronounced.  A  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  tlieir  proceed- 
ings shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the  case  be  final. 
CANON  III — Passed  April  1817. — Of  the  sentence  to  be  pronounced  upon  a  Cler- 
gyman found  guilty  of  Misbehaviour. 
This  sentence  may  be  admonition,  suspension,  degradation  from  the  ministry, 
or  excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  and  communicated 
to  every  parish  in  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IV — Passkd  April  1819. — Respecting  the  Call  of  a  Sjyecial  Convention. 
When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  in 
issuing  the  notifications,  to  specify  therein  the  business  and  pui'poses  for  which 
the  Convention  is  to  be  assembled. 

CANON  V — Passed  Apkil  1819. — Concerning  Parochial  Registers  and  Reports. 
In  order  to  give  effect  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  in  1808, 
it  is  hereby  required  that  each  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a  register  of 
all  the  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him  in  the  discharge 
of  his  Ministry;  specifying  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  the  name  and  time 
of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptised,  with  the  names  of  the  parents,  and  the  name 
of  the  person  buried,  and  the  time  when  each  rite  is  performed;  which  register 
shall  be  transcribed,  at  least  once  in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose,  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church.  He  shall  also  keep  a  register 
of  the  names  of  the  Communicants  within  his  care.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  Minister  to  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, the  amount  or  sum  total  of  said  registers,  and  also  the  amount  of  the  reg- 
ister of  adults  required  to  be  kept  by  the  aforesaid  Canon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, together  with  a  written  account  of  the  state  of  the  Parish.  Which  re- 
ports shall  be  by  the  Bishop  communicated  to  the  Convention,  and  read  in  their 
presence,  in  order  to  promote  a  general  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  Church; 
Hnd  shall  afterwards  be  preserved  by  the  Secretary  among  the  records  of  tho 
Convention. 

CANON  VI — Passed  April  1810. — The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  Meetings  of 

the  Convention. 
Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the  Conven- 
tion is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interest  of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  here- 
by enjoined  on  them.  At  the  opening  of  each  Convention,  the  names  of  the 
(Jlergy  entitled  to  seats  tlierein  shall  be  called  over,  the  absentees  noted,  and  at 
the  ensuing  Convention  they  shall  be  called  upon  for  the  reasons  of  their  absence. 

CANON  VII — Passed  May  1842,  instead  of  the  one  passed  May  1821. — Of 
the  Forming  of  a  Congregation. 

Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  form  themselves  into  a  Congregation  of  this 
Church,  and  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  by  consenting  to  be 
governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  these  United  States, 
jts  set  forth  in  Generjil  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese;  by  assr.ming  a  name  to  designate  such  Congregation;  by 
electing  a  Vestry  of  four  or  more  persons,  not  exceeding  twelve;  and  by  sub- 
scribing the  following  form  of  Certificate,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese: 

We,  tlie  undersigned,  being  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  forming  ourselves 
into  a  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States. 
do  certify  that  we  have  consented  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
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of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and 

Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of , 

[here  should  follow  the  name  and  place,]  and  have  elected  the  following  persons 
Vestrymen,  to-wit:  [names  of  Vestrymen.]  In  witness  whereof,  we  h;ive  sub- 
scribed our  names,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  eur  Lord . 

CANON  VIII — Passed  May  1824. — Rcsjjecting  annual  Contributions. 

An  annual  contribution  shall  be  made  by  each  Congregation  in  this  Diocese, 
to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's  visitations,  and  the  contingent 
charges  of  the  Convention,  and  likewise  to  furnish  our  quota  to  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  General  Convention,  which  sums  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Treas- 
nrer  of  the  Convention  as  they  shall  be  received. 

CANON  IX — Passed  May  1824. — Respecting  the  Bl<<hop's  authority  to  change  thf 
place  of  holding  the   Convention. 

In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause,  shall 
render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the  place  of  meeting  appointed  by 
the  Convention. 

CANON  X — Passed  April  1825. — To  appoint  a   Treasurer  and  to  pirescribe  his 

duties. 

A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually.  He  shall  have 
the  custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  render  to  the 
Convention  an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  entrusted  to  him.  The  said 
Treasurer  shall,  ex-officio,  receive  all  money  from  the  Trustees  or  General  Agent 
of  the  Fund  for  the  Episcopate  as  it  may  be  collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and 
all  interest  and  dividends  thereon,  in  the  Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the 
Banks  of  the  State. 

CANON  XI — Passed  May  1S27. — Authorising   the   Treasurer  to  invent  the  Money 
belonging  to  the  Convention. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  fi'om  time  to  time,  invest  in  stock,  or 
put  out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  he  may  deem  most  advantageous,  all 
moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated;  and  all  sums  received  for 
the  use  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XII— Passed  May  \^oQ.— Pointing  out  the  Additional  Duties  of  the  Se- 
cretary. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the  members 
of  the  Convention,  during  its  Sessions,  six  copies  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  this  Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the  same  purpose,  six  copies  of 
the  printed  Journals  of  Convention.  These  papers  the  Secretary  shall  cause  to 
be  present  at  each  Convention. 

CANON  XIII— Passed  May  1830.— ()w  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  Lay  Delegates  of  no   Congregation   which   is  formed  after  a  vacancy  has 
occurred  in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  vote  in  the  election 
of  the  next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  question  touching  such  election. 
CANON  XIV— Passed  May  IMl.— Relating  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  hold  meetings 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every  Convention  of  the  Diocese;  and  this 
Canon  is  hereby  declared  to  be  due  notice  to  each  member  of  the  same,  to  as- 
semble at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  each  Annual  Convention. 


RESOLUTIONS  CONTINUING  IN  FORCE, 

Adopted  at  varioios  Sittings  of  tlie  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  with  the  consent  of  his  Vestry,  it  be  the  duty  of  every  settled 
Clergyman,  not  having  more  than  two  congregations  in  his  Parochial  Cure,  to 
devote  one  Sunday  in  every  three  months  to  Missionary  labor,  and  that  the  Bish- 
op have  the  power  of  regulating  the  time  and  place  of  service. — Adopted  May  1832. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Vestries  of  such  churches  in  this  Diocese  as  may  be  desti- 
tute of  Clergymen,  be  requested  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  at  least  one  month 
before  the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  a  report  of  the  state  and  condi- 
tion of  said  churches. — Adopted  June  188-3. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  annex  to  his  Report,  the  list  of 
those  congregations  which  have  failed  or  may  hereafter  fail  to  pay  the  sums  as- 
eessed  for  the  Bishop's  Salary  and  Contingent  Fund,  in  the  hope,  that  upon  such 
deficiency  being  brought  to  their  notice,  they  may  transmit  the  same  promptly. 
—AdvpUd  May  \'^^(:^. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to  procure  annually 
the  sum  of  at  least  Five  Dollars,  in  money  or  books,  for  the  increase  of  said  Li- 
brary. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clerg3-man  present  the  Librarian  with  a  list  of  the  Books 
in  his  own  or  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  duplicates  may  not  be  pur- 
chased, and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply  for  any  needed  set  of  books. — 
Adopted  May  184L 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  other  Standing  Committees,  there  shall  be 
one  appointed  at  each  Convention,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Admission 
©f  New  Congregations. — Adopted  May  1842. 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  be 
hereby  enjoined  to  press  upon  his  congregation,  in  a  public  discourse  at  leas^t 
once  a  year,  the  high  obligations  under  which  we  lie  to  contribute  from  our 
means,  on  the  principle  of  Systematic  Charity,  as  recommended  by  the  Bishop 
and  adopted  by  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  eacli  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or,  where  there  is 
no  Clergyman,  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish,  be  requested  to  transmit  quarterly, 
to  the  Treasurer,  the  amount  collected  up  to  that  time  for  Missionary  opera- 
tions.— Adopted  May  1844. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  Constitution  aud  Canons  of  the  Church,  aud  Re- 
solutions of  Conventions  continuing  in  force,  with  the  Rules  of  Order,  shall  be 
printed  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  each  sitting  of  the  Convention. — Adopt- 
ed May  \U  A:. 

Whereas,  the  General  Convention  of  1844  enacted  a  Canon,  allowing  to  each 
Bishop,  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions,  a  due  discretion  in  the  call- 
ing, trial,  and  examination  of  Deacons,  whenever  he  should  be  requested  sc  to 
do  by  the  Convcntinti  of  his  Diocese:   Therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  hereb}'  request  the  Bisliop  of  this  Dio- 
cese to  use  the  discretion  allowed  in  said  Canon,  so  far  as  may  seem  to  him  for 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  his  Church. — Adopted  May  1845. 

Resolved  by  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  That  the  Right  Rev.  Levi  S.  Ives,  together  with  two  Laymen, 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  Trustees  for  said  Churcli, 
to  receive  donations,  and  to  purchase,  take,  aiid  hold  property,  real  and  person- 
al, in  trust  for  said  Church,  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  ratilied  the  eighth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1845,  and  en- 
titled an  Act  to  amend  the  Prevised  Statutes,  entitled  Religious  Societies. — Adopt- 
ed May  1845. 

Resolved,  That  the  Form  of  Parochial  Reports  be  hereafter  printed  with  the 
Journals,  and  that  the  Clergy  be  requested  to  conform  to  the  same  in  their  V\Q- 
j)orts.— Adopted  May  1840. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  each  Vestry, 
to  transmit  to  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  where  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  may  sit,  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  the  Delegates  to  said  Convention; 
and  to  furnish  a  duplicate  of  snid  certificate  to  some  one  of  said  Delegates,  whoso 
duty  it  shall  be  to  hand  the  fame  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  time  for 
proper  action  thereon. — Adopted  May  1847. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen, 
be  annually  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Convention,  to  be  called  "the  Com- 
mittee for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
deceased  Clergymen,"  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount 
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of  money  -which  -will  probably  be  wanted  during  the  succeeding  year  for  such 
pm-pose,  to  make  a  definite  appropriation  in  each  and  every  case  jequiring  aid, 
and  to  make  a  scale  of  assessment,  upon  the  Parishes,  proportioned  generally  to 
the  existing  scale  of  assessments  for  Bishop's  salary-  and  Contingent  fund.  Provi- 
ded, that  in  case  there  be  at  any  time  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Committee,  that  he  receive  the  moneys  contributed  to  this  Fund,  and  pay  them 
out  on  the  receipt  of  the  individuals,  or  their  representatives,  to  whom  the  ap- 
propriations may  have  been  made. — Adopted  May  1848. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  sum  of 
{^5U  to  all  Clergymen  Avho  may  be  appointed  and  attend  as  Delegates  to  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  the  Church  from  this  Diocese. — Adopted  May  1848. 

Resolved,  That  all  sums  received  for  Missionary  purposes,  by  bequest  or  other 
extraordinary  donation,  shall,  if  consistent  with  the  will  of  the  donors,  be  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  with  directions  to  fund  the  same;  and  fur- 
thermoi-e,  that  for  the  present,  and  until  otherwise  ordered,  he  be  directed  to  add 
to  the  principal  the  interest  as  it  may  acci'ue. — Adopted  May  1850. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  organization  of  the  Convention  by  the  President. 

2.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  appoint  a  Secretary  by  ballot. 

3.  The  Committees  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  of  Finance,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  ]SIew  Congregations,  each  consisting  of  five,  and  a  Committee  to  be 
called  the  Missionary  Committee,  to  consist  of  seven  persons,  and  all  Special 
Committees,  shall  next  be  appointed, 

4.  The  Bisliop's  Annual  Address. 

6.  Parochial  Reports  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention. 
G.  Report  from  the  Standing  Committee. 

7.  Report  from  the  Treasurer. 

8.  Reports  from  Committees  appointed  by  the  last  Convention. 

9.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

10.  AVhen  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
©r  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

11.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any  debate,  shall, 
with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  confine  himself  strictly 
to  the  point  in  debate. 

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  seconded:  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writing  and  read  by  the  Se- 
cretary. 

13.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall'  be  received,  un- 
less to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  it  inde- 
tiniteh',  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for  any  of  these 
purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  la/ 
upon  the  table,  and  to  adjourn,  shall  always  be  in  order. 

14.  A  question  once  decided,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention, 
and  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Convention:  Provided  always,  that  any  member  of  the  Convention  voting  in  favor 
of  any  resolution,  may,  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  a  re- 
consideration of  said  vote. 

15.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention,  unless 
he  have  leave,  or  be  from  sickness  unable  to  attend. 

16.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  ewQvy  member  shall  keep  his  seat 
n-util  the  President  leaves  the  Chair.
